number up. The torpedo department at Zei-
toun-Bournou, attached te Tophanseh, under
the direction of the Grand Master of Artil-
lary, is, nocoording to the Levant Herald,
making rapid progress: but the proceedings
are being acopinplished so qunistly by the able
American officer who has organized the works
that little is known on the subject to the ont-
side public, and the extent smi powaer of these
defenses of the sea appronches to Comstanti-
nople will, when they cume to be known,
probably cause some surprise. The factories
at Zeitoun-Bournon bave completed a large
number of massive hemispherteal iron tanks,
each of which will eontain from 6000 to 7006
pounds of powder, and it is intended to build
200 of these tanks and sink them in suitable
parts of the Dardanelles and the Sea of Mar-
mera, at the Black Sea mwonth, and in the
B nimmn. They are double riveted, andare
wade stronger than the strongest steam-
boilers, as they will, when sank, have to sap-
port a pressure of abont 70 pounds to the
square inch, These tanks are, in short,
submarine mines, containing the most terri-
bly destrnotive charges of powder, lying on
the bed of the sea, and explosible at will
from the shore by electricity. They will be
fitted with an apparatus very durable, but at
the same time most delicate and unerring,
which indicates at once to the operator at the
battery on land the passage of any ship over
the spots at which they are sunk. The ex.
plosion of one of them in the deep waters of
the Bosphorus wonld utterly annihilate,
within & radius of about 200 yards, the lar-
geat iron-olad ever built. These submarine
mines are destined, of course, only for de-
fensive purposes; but they will also be sap-
plemented by a system of torpedo-rams for
offensive attacks. These torpedo-rams are,
it is stated, a marked improvement
upon those which were mnsed with
great effect during the American civil war
sgainst the Federal fleet. Within a week or
go two vessels will be destroyed as an experi-
ment, at Buyuk-Liman, near the Black Sea
entrance of the Bosphorus—one by the ex-
losion of a snbmarine tank, and the other
a ram torpedo atéached to a steam launch.
kish waters are peculiarly adapted for
torpedoes, and with the arrangements now in
progress at Zeitoun-Bournon Tarkey will
soon be in possession of the most extensive
and complete system of torpedo defenses

now in existence.

The mouth of
the vase, repraaontecf by the surface, was
twenty feet by thirty; and the neck, fifty feet
below, was fifteen feet by ten. The water, at
times,retired to the level of the neck, or vent,
and at other times rose nearly to the surface.
When in action ‘“The Giantess” became a
fountain with five jets, shooting the spray o
a height of two hundred feet, At the surface
the largest jet was about two feet in diame-
ter, and is kept in solid column for more than
one hundred and fifty fest before breaking
into drops and spray. It burst forth just be-
fore sunset, and the last rays of light gave
rismatic tints to the glisteniog drops, when,
ving reached their utmost altitude, they
trembled at their coming fall, The clouds of
steam,which in this, as in all other instances,
accompsanied the boiling water, became a
olden fleece lit np by wreaths of rainbows,
E‘hongh inferior to ‘‘The Giantess" in immen-
sity of volume, and perhaps in grandeur,
“‘lthe Giantess” was by far the most beantiful
sight we saw in the gayest basin.—T%e Over-
land Monthly.

Laxe YrunowstoNe.—Lake Yellowstone is
a lonely but lovely inland sea, everywhere
surrounded by ‘‘forests primeval,” and nestled
in the bosom of the Rocky Mountains, Some

pers have insisted that its waters ran both
to the Atlantic and Pacifie, but sueh is not the
case. 'The snmmit of the main chain, how-
ever, spproaches within half a mile of its
south shore, and in places the divide is very
little above the lake. Itn shape resembles
the broad hand of an honest German who has
bad his forefinger and the two adjoining shot
off at tho second f‘oint. while fighting for glory
and Emperor Willism, The palm of the hand
represents the main body, or north part of
the lake. The fingers aud thumb, spread to
their utmost extent—the thumb and little
finger being much the longest—represent in-
lets indenting the south shore, and stretch-
ing inland, as if to wash away the Rocky
Mountains, Between thess inlets project
high, rocky promontories, covered with dense
tisuber. 'I'he largest stresmmn flows into the
lake at its upper end, or the extreme south.
enst coruer, This stream is really the Yellow-
stone nver, which, for a distance of thirty
miles, has an aversge width of over fiftesn
miles. 'This enlargement constitutes the
lake, which, after being augmented by ssveral
smaller stremws, narrows down to the width
of an eighth of a mile, and lows sorthward
toward the grealt falls.—1le Overland
Monthly.

Coton Bunspyzas,—7, Clerk Maxwell writes
in Nature:—** ents on ocolor indicate
ve ble differences botween tho
vision of different persons, all of whom are
of the ordinary type. A dolor, for instance,
which one person on eomparing it with white
will pronounce pinkish, another will pro
nounes ish. This difference, however,
does not arise from any divaﬂiq in the na-
ture of the color sensations in different per
pons, It i8 exmotly of the same kind as
wonld be observed if one of the persons
wore yellow gpectacles. In faot, most of
us bhave, near the middle of the retina, &
yellow epot throngh which the rays must pnss
before they reach the sensitive organ; this
gpot appears yellow beounse it absorbs the
rays. which are of a greenish blue golor. Bome
of us bave this spot strongly developed. I
am indebted to Bwfassor Stokes for the
knowledge of a method by which any one
mey see whether he has this yellow spot, It
consists in looking at a white object throngh
a solution of chromium, or at & soresn
on which Jight which has passed through
this solution 18 thrown, This light is a mix-
ture of ved light with the light which is so
stropgly absorbed by the yellow spot. When
it falls on the ordinary surface of the retina
it is of a nentral tint, but when it falls on the
yellow spot, only the red light reaches the
oplic nerve, and we see a red spot floating like
a roey cloud over the illuminated field.

“There are several interesting facts abont
the color semsation which I can only mention
briefly. One is that the extrome parts of the
retina are nearly insensible to red. If yen
hold a red flower and a blue flower in your
band as far back as you can see your hand,
you will lose sight of the red flower, while
yon #till see the blne yne. Another is, that
when the light iz diminighed red objeots
become darkened more in proportion
than blue ones, The third is,
that a kind of color blindness in which blue
is the nbeent sensation can be produced arti-
ficially by taking doses of santonine, This
kind of color blindness is described by Dr,
Edmund Rose, of Berlin. It iz only tempo-
rary, and does not appear to be folf'owed by
any more serions consequences than head-
aches. I must ask your pardon for not hav-
ing undergone a course of thismedicine, even
for the sake of becoming able to give you in-
formation at first hand about color blind-
ness.

TO AUTHORIZE A LOAN FOR THE CON

Section 1, The Belect £=d Common Counneils
of the City of Philadel;Zin do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphia be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow at not less than par, on
the eredit of the ecity, from time to time, four
hundred and twenty-five thounsand dollars,
to be applied ~ as  follows, viz:i—
First. For the construction of  cul-
verts, one hundred and tweaty-five thou-
saud dollars. Becond. For the purchase of
ground and the erection and extension of build-
ings for Police Station-hounses, three hundred
thousand dollars. For which Interest, not to
exceed the rate of slx per cent. per nnnum,
ghall be paid balf yearly, on the first days of
Jonuary and July, at the office of the City
Treasurer. The principal of said loan shall be
payable and paid at the expiration of thirty
vears from the date of the same, and not before,
without the congent of the holders thereof; and
the certificates therefor, in the usnal form of
the certificatea of ity Loan, shall be issned in
such amounts as the lenders may require, bot
not for any fractional part of one hundred dol-
lars; or, if required, in amounts of five hundred
or one thousand dollars; and it shall be ex-
pressed in said certificates that the loan therein
mention, and the Interest thereof, are payable
free from all taxes,

Bection 2. Whenever any Joan shall be made
oy virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of
thie ordinance, annually appropriated ont of the
income of the corporate estates and from the
enm raised by taxation, a suwm sufficient to pay
the Interest on eald certifintes; nud the further
#um of three-tenths of one per centum on the
par value of such certificates so Issued shall be
appropriated quarterly out of sald Income and
taxes to o sinking fund, which fand and its ac-
comulations are hercby especlally pledged for
the redelsption and payment of said certli-
cates.
